B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. Notwithstanding anything contained in section eleven, sub- 

section one of the Criminal Law and Procedure (Ireland) Act, 1887, 
every person imprisoned by any order made [under section two and 
section seven of the said Act shall be treated as a misdemeanant of 
the first division, unless by such order it is declared and adjudged 
10 that the offender has been guilty of assault or attempted assault 
upon the person. 

2. This Act may be cited as the Prisoners (Ireland) Act, 1890.
